Several novelties are in préparation at the Park: the Maid of Cashmere “is 
being got up” for Mad’lle Avcusra at this house. Hackerr has some capital 
new dramas, that will be produced immediately at the National. 

The National is doing a very good business. Ceveste closes a most brilliant 
engagement next week, when Geo. Jones, the Ravets, and others succeed. 
Miss Wartsun has a new opera in preparation, and altogether, the National 
promises to sustain the campaign with unsubdued vigor. 

Dinxerorp and Brake have dissolved partnership, and closed the Albany 
theatre, after a successful campaign. Blake has taken the theatre, and will open 
it on his own account in eight or ten days. 

The Bowery theatre is going up like magic. Jas. Puittirs, Esq., is the builder, 
and deserves much credit for the spirited manner in which he is drivinggt up. It 
_will be opened in January, Dinneford informs us. 

The Franklin theatre is crowded every night, to see the Swiss Cottage, the 
Young Reefer, and Joan of Arc, in which Miss Warinc and the two Serrons 
sustain the principal characters. 

Miss L. H. Meorna, authoress of Rienzi, Norman Leslie, etc., is writinga new 
piece for the Franklin theatre, entitled the “ Statue Fiend, or the Weird Wed- 
ding Ring,” in whieh she introduces Joun Servon as Jemmy Tiwitcher in Ger- 
many, and strengthens it with characters to be sustained by the superior talent of 
Miss Waring and Wm. Sefton. 

A very serious accident, we regret to state, befel Miss Netson, on Wednesday 
night a week, which had nearly proved fatal to “ the lass of Richmond Hill.”— 
In the last scene of the Mountain Sylph, and just before the curtain fell, where 
the Sylph is supposed to fly across the stage, by some defect in the machinery, 
Miss Nelson, when at the highest elevation—some twenty feet—was precipated 
with great violence to the stage. She was taken up senseless and conveyed to 
her lodgings, but has so far recovered, we are glad to say, as to resume her si- 
tuation. Mr. Hodges, her husband, fortunately arrived from Cincinnati a few 
days after the accident. Wedo not hear whether he is engaged at any of our 
theatres.

This amount has been distributed to the company of the late Bowery theatre, 
by the committee selected by the managers for that purpose. Several of the per- 
formers and musicians at the National insisted upon receiving their salaries on 
the occasion, and did not choose to co-operate with the managers and public. In- 
deed, the same attractions offered at the benefits, at the respective theatres, 
would, on ordinary occasions, have produced a much larger sum. 

Miss Cuirron’s success in Philadelphia was most flattering; the staid denizens 
of that city manifested almost as much enthusiasm with regard to her histrionic 
abilities and peerless beauty as did the Bostonians, Miss C. is now in Balti- 
more, the worst theatrical city, perhaps, in the Union, where she and Wallack are 
drawing fashionable and crowded houses. No doubt Miss Clifton is at this mo- 
ment as much at the head of her profession, in point of talent and popularity, as 
she is in the possession of elegant personal accomplishments and rare natural 

ifts. 
< Western Theatricals are ‘onthe move.” Both houses at Louisville close 
with this month—the Cincinnati perhaps sooner—St. Louis on the 22d—and 
then, hey for the sunny South! As they all move down the Mississippi nearly 
at the same time, who knows but they may meet at some woodpile ?—or perhaps 
they might happen to rendezvous, some foggy night, alongside of Chapman’s 
steamer!

Salzman, and Mrs. Hubbard. Besicles these, a host of others, both male and fe- 
male, are engaged, whose names we have forgotten, not having the list before us. 
The stars already engaged are—Wallack, Mrs. Lewis, Celeste, Mrs. Pritchard, 
Mr. Balls, and Mrs. Drake. We understand ‘“‘ Cinderella” is to be produced in 
February, and perhaps the “ Jewess” in May. The dresses for the latter piece 
are now preparing in this city. 

The Vicksburgh ‘Theatre (which is built in Cincinnati and rafted down,) is 
to open early in November, under the management of Seott & Thorne, who, it is 
understood, are to be the lessees of the contemplated new theatre.

The attraction offered for Hamblin’s benefit is very brilliant, and we presume 
a crowded audience will be in attendance. We hope so, at least. For the last 
few years our course in relation to the Bowery theatre and its manager is well 
known. Wenever failed to disabuse the public mind with regard to the meagre 
pretensions of the one or to speak of the other as we found him. Under similar 
circumstances we should pursue precisely the same course. He is now presented 
tous as a man whose misfortunes claim our sympathy, and notwithstanding we 
may lay ourselves open to a charge of inconsistency, that shall not prevent our 
assisting him now with the same zeal with which we for years opposed him in

If we commence this article by a tirade against the opening of Covent Garden 
theatre, as it did open on Monday last, we shall, of course, be set down as the 
malicious opponents of one house, and the zealous upholders of the other.

of meditative life; frequently his head droops, his eyes half close, and he seems 
buried in quiet depths of thought.

The Marquis of Westminster andthe Earl of Lichfield will be stewards of 
the next Doncaster races. It is proposed to erect a new betting room, the pre- 
sent place being little more than a hole in the wall, in the first floor of the Grand 
Stand. A small space in front of the Stand will probably be railed off as at 
Ascot. 

You wil! have some idea of the crowds of visitors to Doncaster Races, when I 
state that the tickets of admission to the Grand Stand are one guinea each, and 
yet 1800 were sold. The Royal Family, with Princes, Dukes, and their wives 
and female friends, always attend, with the elite of the nobility and gentry of the 
kingdom. 

Allow me to make a few practical remarks relative to the Doncaster St. Leger, 
In the first place, nearly all the North country sportsmen have been taken in ; 
Elis is what is called a South country horse, having made a character at New- 
market. Scroggins is a Yorkshire horse, out of Ridsdale’s stud, near York.— 
The bets were “ North versws South.” The North lost about $1,500,000. One 
nobleman, Lord Bentinck, who betted freely upon Z2lis, netted 16,0007. Last 
year a north country horse won, and the Southerners were annoyed ; but the 
Money lost this season by the defeat of the South battle is immense. It is 
searcely credible, bat I hear that $2,500,000 have changed hands. 

_ The Doncaster St. Leger is certainly the most important event in the year’s 
- Tunning. There is usually a long list of candidates for the honor of the Cup as 
well as huge stakes, (averaging about $10,000). But there is also the over- 

whelming interest that it is at the close of the season, and consequently it is a 
trial of the value and capableness of the various three-year-old winners during 
the six preceding months. As far as regards the mere value of the Stakes, the 
S:. Leger is equalled by the Two Thousand guinea stakes at Newwarket. the 
Derby, at Epsom, sometimes is of equal value, and the Oaks Stakes are good.— 
But in real interest, taking the actual as well as the pecuniary together, no race 
“urpasses the St. Leger. This, in a manner, is the wind up of the season. 

The Doncaster St. Leger is run for or the same terms as the Derby and the 





Oaks, except that the Oaks’ stakes can only be run for by three-year-old fillies, 
while colts, as well as fillies, may run tor the Derby and the St. Leger. But 
then, the running for the Derby and the Oaks is at the commencement of the sea- 
son. The St. Leger never comes on unti! the middle of September, and hence 
many of the nags nominated for the Derby and the Oaks appear on the St. 
Leger list. For the Derby the excitement is high—higher yet for the Oaks—bvut 
highest for the Sc. Leger. 

Heaton Park Races commenced on Wednesday. The weather was execra- 
ble—drizzle, drizzle, drizzle! The turf was in a slough, and the horses won as 
much by strength as speed. The elegance of the company and the splendor of 
the scene was never surpassed. The grand stand, a new one for the occasion, 
was crowded with beauty and fashion. Among those present, besides the Noble 
Lord of Wilton and his beautiful Countess, were the Duke of Beaufort, the Mar- 
quis of Westminster, Lord Albert Conyngham, Lord and Lady Forrester, Lord 
and Lady Chesterfield, Lord Robert Grosvenor, &c. The running commenced 
at 2 o'clock. None but gentlemen are allowed to ride in the more important 
races. {We find it impossible to make room for the report this week ].— Ed.

The intelligence from Doncaster, as to the result of the St. Leger, is usually 
expressed to the different towns. The result of the St. Leger was received at 
Sheffield, by horse express, at Mr. Wiley’s, No. 12 Haymarket, in fifty-two mir 
nutes, (the distance nearly twenty miles). At least four thousand people were 
in the Haymarket and the Wicker, waiting its arrival. —The same news was 
expressed to Manchester on Tuesday week by Joseph Richardson, jun., ef Sal- 
ford, in the short space of two hours and twenty minutes! having had to go on 
foot a mile and a half, owing to one of his horses knocking up—the distance is 
58 miles. —The same news was expressed to Birmingham, a distance of 94 
miles, in six hours and 21 minutes, Mr. John Bendrey rode the whole way on 
five hacks. He left the winning post with a certificate signed by Mr. Lock- 
wood, the Judge, at six minutes to four, and arrived at the Fountain Inn, at 15 
minutes past ten.—Mr. Bendrey is a young man, and has been a rider, but has 


been out of practice.

HamMonp writes us from Augusta, Ga., under date of the 30th Oct., that the 
Imp. Velocipede filly, Lady Celeste, the property of Henry Ex.iorr, Esq. and 
himself, has broke down in her left fore leg. He thinks she would have been able 
to compete with any horse in his stable, but for this unfortunate occurrence, and 
this is saying a great deal, when we know he has in training John Bascomb, 
Hichory John, Bill Austin, Long Measure, ete. etc. A colt from her and John 
Bascomb would be rattlesnuke to mocassia, and its owners would enter such an 
one in the biggest stake in the Union. Hammond writes that his horses are 
“all moving fine,” and that he is getting the steam up pretty high, without 
much danger of bursting boilers. But hear him tell his own story :— 

“ John Bascomb, | firmly believe, can beat any two horses in the United 
States—let one run him the first heat of four miles, while the 2d stands in his 
stable, ready to start for the second heat. I should like to see him run one more 
race, to show the public what he can do, for as yet his powers are comparatively 
unknown. I have got the long train on him, and it can beat the world! He is 
finer than ever I saw him, and can run three seconds quicker in a mile now than 
he ever has done in'public or in private trials!” 

We are glad to find Hammond in such spirits, and Bascomb doing so well, for 
the victory will be the more brilliant if Rodolph, Maria, or Mingo should hap- 
pen to flirt their tails in his face. His friends have given Bascomb a fearful 
reputation to sustain, and he will have ugly customers to deal with before “ the 
Ides of March!” By the way, letters before us from Tennessee and Mississippi 
prompt us to bid Hammond beware of the Leviathans, and produce of “ the 
great Pacific.” 

New York Races, Union Course —T he Secretary’s report will be found in our 
columns to-day. A typographical error was made by the printer last week, in 
the placing of the entries the Four mile day, Gipsey having been placed 4th when 
she should have been 5th, and Veto put down dist. the Ist heat, when he came in 
4th, being distanced in the 2d heat. The error has annoyed us exceedingly, 
though one of inconsiderable importance. The time given by the Secretary does 
not correspond with ours, in several instances, but as we stood invariably by the 
Timer on two days of the meeting, and marked the time as it was given by the 
proper officer from the Judges’ Stand, we hold ourselves blameless if any error 
may have occurred, in that officer’s declaring the time of each heat to the public.

Jockeyship. 

In November, 1803, was run over Epsom Downs, a singular match, the eir- 
cumstances of which created much conversation among the sporting circles. 
| About three weeks before, one of these horses was distanced by the other, and at 
a dinnes, in consequence thereof the owner of the losing horse, a young foreigner 
of large fortune, well known in Lord Derby’s Hunt, having got a little mellow, 
expressed that his horse was still the best. An eminent stuble-keeper, in the 
neighborhood of Croydon, proposed a match of 80 to 70 guineas, to be run on 
| Thursday, the 29th of December, two miles, each carrying twelve stone, to start 
precisely at one o'clock P.M. and then to fix the riders. ‘I'he stable-keeper fixed 
on the servant of a gentleman present, who was attending his master. The fo- 
reign gentleman mentioned his own groom. ‘Things thus stood, tll two days be- 
fore the match was to be run, when the foreigner received notice that his adver- 
sary had changed his mind, and fixed on a regular well-bred jockey. Totally at 
a loss what to do, and giving up his match as lost, he met accidentally, on Wed- 
nesday afternoon, the day preceding the race, between three and four o'clock, a 
Yorkshire gentleman, well known on the turf, to whom he represented his difficul- 
| es, who instantly advised him to drive down to Newmarket and engage Mr. 

Buckle. Off they went; and the next day, the hour of starting arrived, when 

the winners of the former match were betting ten to one that they would he equa!- 
| ly successful at the present. When the well-bred rider was mounted cap-a pee, 
, in colors of the brightest hue, to snaich, as they thought, by superior horseman- 
| ship, the palm of victory from an ignoramus groom, out jumped, from a post 
| chaise, Buckle, ready equipped, and weighed at Epsom, who leaped on his horse 
| in an instant, and, by dint of skill, ina few minutes, brought the distanced horse 
| just half a length before his former conqueror !

Futter anp Turner.—The match between these men to walk six miles fair 
toe and heel, tor £5 aside, came off on Friday, over a measured mile from Ham- 
mersmith Bridge towards Burnes Common and back. Fuller is a novice, and 
for the first time walked a public match. Turner has repeatedly entered into the 
ten toed competition. There were not many persons present, nor was there much 
betting, although the walking was first-rate. The first two miles were walked 
in 18 minutes 14 seconds; ‘Turner having the lead by about 12 seconds. It was 
clear throughout, however, that Fuller was not doing his best, as he proved in 
| the second two miles, which were accomplished in 18 :ninutes 47 seconds, ‘Turner 
having the lead by some seconds. This advantage he maintained in the last two 
miles, and performed the whole distance in 54 minutes 55 seconds, Fuller being 
| 30 seconds behind.—Fuller is a remarkably fair walker—as upright as a dart, 
and steps as clean as a soldier. We cannot say so much for turner, whose walk 
is so much on the shuffling order, as nearly to amount to a run, and such as with 
a strict umpire would lead to his being repeatedly turned. In fair walking the 
toe and heel should touch the ground at every step, which did not strike us as being 
the case with him. Fuller has been trained under the veteran Townsend, and 
| can be matched to waik the same distance against any man of the present day for 
a moderate stake. The fastest walking on record is that of McMullen, who 
walked seven miles in nine seconds under the hour. Capt. Parker also did the 
same distance in four seconds under the hour on favorable ground. 

The celebrated American trotter, Confidence, purchased for the late Duke of 
' Gordon, was sold on Monday at Tattersalls, for 235 guineas, to Mr. Cellins, the 
|} dealer. Hes abright bay, with black legs, stands fifteen hands and an inch, 
| and is reported to have trotted twenty miles an hour in harness! The sulky and 
{ harness fetched only fifteen guineas and a half. 

A Jocxey Drownep.—A fatal accident occurred at Maryport races on Thars- 
| day se’nnight. Owing to the late heavy rains the course in many parts was in a 
' very rough and dangerous state, and the horses in consequence frequently stum- 
blub and threw their riders, but no serious mishap occurred, save toa youth named 
| Bowe, who rode the Barton Lass in the second race. Eight horses started, and 
, when about half way round, the Barton Luss suddenly bolted, and, plunging into 
| the river, threw her rider. The Ellen was much swollen, and there being no 
| swimmer near at the moment, he was rapidly carried down the stream for a con- 
' siderable distance before the body could be broughtto land. Great exertions were 
' made to restore animation by two medical gentlemen who were upor the ground, 
| but they proved unavailing. Bowe was an interesting youth about eighteen 
| years of age, and cons‘dered a very evpert rider. We understand he was from 
Keewiek, where his remains were interred on Sunday.

| A MAMMOTH SHEET. - 
| If the establishment of the Aflas had produced no other effect than that of 
| proving that the art of printing was susceptible of being rendered more widely 
useful than the most experienced printer had previously contemplated, it must be 
| regarded as an era in the history of the periodical press. The largest sheet that 
| had then been printed was only half the size of the Alas, and at that time double 
| sheets were unknown. The appearance of the Allas suggested at once the pos- 
sibility of increasing the facilities of the newspaper press so as to mect any emer- 
gency that might make an unusual demand on its resources. In the year 1829, 
the Fimes, imitating the example that had thus been set, issued for the first time 
a double sheet that was equal in size to the Aé/as, which had then been regularly 
published every week during the preceding three years. The extensive circula- 
! tion of that journal, and the notoriety that attached to any novelty it attempted, 
‘drew considerable attention to a publication which appeared to carry the art of 
' printing to its utmost limits. The public, surprised into admiration, regard: d 
| that sheet as an extraordinary instance of ingenuity and enterprise ; but the pro- 
| prietors of the Aé/as, confident in the superiority of their means, resolved to make 
| astill greater effort to justify the ground they had originally taken, and to place 
‘their journal beyond the reach of competition in a mechanical point of view.— 
| When the bill forthe emancipation of the Roman Catholics passed into a law, 
, they availed themselves of that event to issue a double At/as, which was four 
' times the dimensions of the regular sheet of the Times, and twice the size of the 
| double Times. The double sheet of the Alas exhibited a printed superfices of 
| upwards of forty square fect, and was the largest single sheet of paper that had 
| ever before, or since, passed through the press. The difficulties that attended the 
preduction of this enormous mass of printed matter were so formidable, that up 
to the last moment the most practical printers believed that the undertaking could 
not be accomplished, and speculation was exhausted in the contemplation of the 
most ambitious experiment that ever entered into the most enthusiastic dreams of 
art. In order that the skill and expenditure which such productions required 
may be more fully appreciated, .it is necessary to observe that the double sheet of 
the Times passed Teor times trough the press before the whole matter could be 
printed at both sides, while the single sheet of the Allas, of equal dimensions, 
passed through the press only once, and was then discharged printed on both 
sides. A publication so memorable in all points of view, naturally excited an 
extraordinary sensation. The demand for that number was so great that, al- 
though the press was kept open night and day, it was found impossible to supply 
the requisitions of the newsmen ; and the whole of the matter at the end of two 
or three weeks was finally stereotyped in order to enable the printer to execute 
the number of copies which were called for. Inthe annals of the newspaper 
ress, the circumstance of that day’s publication stands unparalleled. The pres- 
sure and tumult in the Aélas office were such that we were compelled to resort to 
the protection of the police to preserve order. As the newsmen obtained their 
papers, they were severally requested by the publisher to allow him to repurchase 
them at the ful! price in order to enable him to supply other demands, but they re- 
fused to accommodate him, and outside the doors of the office they sold their co- 
pies for half a-crown and five shillings a piece. The sale of the paper was infi- 
nitely greater than that of any other newspaper upon any former occasion. It 
was preserved as a curiosity in the universities, and by private individuals, and 
ingenious calculations were founded upon the data it suggested. Tt was com- 
puted by one of the literary journals that if the whole impression were divided 
into columns, and the columns were placed in suceession, they would form a 
thread sufficiently long to surround Middlesex and the seven _— counties ; 
and the Westminster Review investigated the details connected with it as being 
the most curious and important that had been developed since the invention of 
the art of printing. sheets of the Atlas have frequent!y been issued since 
that time, whenever occasion justified the expenditure.
